STAXDING OF CANDIDATES. 


The Washington correspondent of the 


Chicago Tribune has made a canvass oi 
the standing of the five pronounced candi- 
dates for Speaker oi the next House of 
Itepresentativei. Tbe result shows that 
no one of them has a support that justifies 
him in counting upon success as assured, 
and that tbere is certain to be a very inter- 
esting contest, with a "dark horse" as a 
possibility. There will be one hundred and 
sixty-nine votes in tbe Republican caucus, 
making eighty-five necessary to a choice. 
The probable strength of the candidates 


. now named at the outset, as indicated by 


present expressions of preferenae, is given 
aa follows: Reed, fifty-cine; MeKioley, 
fitty-four; Cannon, thirty-one; Burrows, 
thirteen; Henderson, twelve. 


It tbns appears that the Maine and Ohio 


candidates are very close together, and if 
they can hold their strength as against each 
other one of tbe other candidates may ulti- 
mately ba chosen.

York support now promised him, and 
there ia some doubt as to what Pennsyl- 
vania will finally do, the preferences ol 
her Representatives bring now almost 
equally divided between Raed and McKm- 
ley. It is certain that the Maine man cau- 
not look for much Wt-stern support, owing 
to bis nuiform opposition to silver.
